REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over the prior art because the prior art does not teach flame retardant and 
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stabilizer compositions comprising N,N'-bispiperidinyl-1 ,3-benzenedicarboxamide 
and/or N,N'-bis(2,2,6,6-tetramethyl-4-piperidinyl)-1,3-benzenedicarboxamide. The prior 
rejections are withdrawn in view of applicant's submission of the English translation of 
the German priority document 103 09 385.0 with a priority date of March 3, 2003. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US 2001/0007888 teaches flame retardant compositions with 
some of the instantly claimed corhponents but do not teach the instantly claimed 
benzenedicarboxamides. US 2003/0162868 teaches N,N'-bis(2,2,6,6-tetramethyl-4- 
piperidinyl)-1,3-benzenedicarboxamide in a laundry list of hundreds of compounds but 
does not provide motivation to select that particular compound for inclusion into flame 
retardant compositions.
